on 'hog fac tory' proposal 


KAHOKA. Mo. (AP» —A mass 
meeting to protest a “ hog fac­ 
tory” with a reputed million- 
head capacity in Clark County. 
Mo., has been set for Feb. 2 by 
the 
Clark 
County 
National 
Farmers’ Organization (NFO). 
it was announced Tuesday. 
NFO President Oren Lee Sta­ 
ley and Sen James Abourezk. 
D-S.D., will address the meet­ 
ing. 
Abourezk is sponsoring a bill 
in Congress to prohibit large 
corporations and conglomerates 
from engaging in agricultural 
production, the NFO said, not­ 
ing that if it becomes law it 
would make the Kahoka project 
illegal. 
‘‘Less than 40 operations of 
the size planned at Kahoka will 
produce the nation’s pork re­ 
quirement.” Staley said in a 
statement. 
‘‘If successful, this would 
mean the death of hundreds of 


rural communities, disruption 
of existing packing industry 
and all its employes ” 
The complex is promoted by 
Chicago businessman Charles 
.McQuoid and would produce 2 5 
million market h(^s a year 
They would be bred, raised and 
processed for retail stores at 
the site, the 
.NFO said 
Staley said the project would 
also mean “ the dictation of fu­ 
ture pork prices by the big ( ►- 
operative integrator, plus the 
new migration of rural people 
to urban centers of the l\S ” 
" It will also be a long step 
toward monopoly pricing food 
similar to current monopoly 
pricing of oil. petroleum prtxi- 
ucts and drugs. This move into

Don Lambnght. an assistant district 
attorney, said. 'We plan to u.se people as 
witnesses who don't have any connection 
with law enforcement agencies or the news 
media .. just the average citizen who is the 
type of person who would make up a jury, ' 


Distnct Court Judge William Hatten said 
Tuesday in a pretnal hearing he had no 
choice but to delay Henley’s trial after 
lawyers for both the defense and the 
prosecution said Henley could not get a fair 
tnal anywhere in the Houston area now 
because of publicity

William O’Connor said Tuesday. “ If the 
murders had a motive — rape or robbery. 
— it wouldn’t be so frightening. This is 
terrible. There’s a lot of hate involved in 
these cowardly acts of going up to an 
isolated person and shooting him. ” 


Police said they had no suspects and 
only slim leads. They said they were 
working 
on 
descriptions 
supplied 
by 
witnesses which indicate that at least two 
young black men who alternated roles of 
gunman and driver were involved. 


In each slaying, now and last December, 
the victim was white and was walking 
along a street. 
The only survivor of Monday night’s 
shootings was Roxanne McMillan, 23. She 
was

critical 
condition after surgery to repair damage 
caused by a bullet lodged behind her heart 
and another which went through her liver 
and lung. 
‘It’s

paralyzed.” said Dr. F.W. Blaisdell, chief 
of surgery at San Francisco General Hospi­ 
tal. 
Mrs. McMillan was shot as she helped 
her husband move into a new home. 
Shades were drawn in the neighborhood 
Tuesday and some children were kept 
home from school. 
Chief of Inspectors Charles Barca said 
the slayings were “similar to a spurt of 
shootings last month in which six persons 
were killed and two were wounded ” 
He said “ the largest manhunt in the 
city’s history” had been launched to search 
for the killers. The hunt was dubbed “Op­ 
eration Zebra” because the c(xie letter 
“ Z.” which will be used in police radio 
broadcasts on the case, is the least busy 
frequency.

Man removes pistons 
from high-powered auto

LYONS. Kan (AIM - Slow­ 
ing down would be the logical 
solution for most drivers who 
had received two speeding tick­ 
ets. but (' B Davis .Jr.. had an 
even better idea 
Davis, of rural Lyons, went 
directly to the source of the 
problem and cut the horse­ 
power of his eight-cylinder car 
in half by removing four of the 
pistoas His first tests produced 
greatly increased mileage 
“ I had a car that would do 
130 miles an hour and they 
won’t let me drive anywhere 
near that fast.” he said. “ It 
doesn't make sense to put that 
kind of horsepower in a car 
when vou can't begin to use it 
all " 
Davis’ car is a 1970 Oldsmo- 
bile 98 with a 360-horsepower 
engine Hy removing half the 
pistons, he figures the power 
has be(*n cut to 180 horses— 
plenty for anyone who intends 
to abide by the speed limit. 
The smoothness of the V-8 en­ 
gine IS gone and in its place is 
the muffled tremor of the old 
“ four-banger " “ Just what I 
grew up with.” Davis declared. 
The central Kansas wheat 
farmer and st(X‘kman .says the 
vibration 
of 
spark 
impulses 
spaced twice as far apart is 


evident, but the car performs 
surprisingly well, even loaded 
with six people 
It still can 
travel 70 m.p h with ease. 
Although the speeding tickets 
were an incentive, Davis says 
his primary motive was to im­ 
prove gasoline mileage, and to 
learn to his own satisfaction if 
the nation’s millions of cars 
“ overpowered” with the V-8 en­ 
gines might be altered prac­ 
tically to burn less fuel 
“ People could still have their 
big cars, but could get where 
they are going with less horse­ 
power and fuel.” Davis con­ 
tends 
“ This whole thing on 
horsepower is kind of ridiculous 
anyway. Each new car has to 
have more displacement, but 
for what reason if the speed 
limits are not rising too*^” 
With all its pistons, Davis’ 
car had averaged about 
14 
miles per gallon. In 20-mile 
tests last weekend, the altered 
engine got 20.4 miles per gallon 
at 55 m p h., 23 9 at 45 and only 
15.5 at 17 
The best mileage 
was 25 8 for one 10-mile stretch 
at 45. 
About the only loss in the en­ 
gine 
surgery, 
other 
than 
smoothness, was quick acceler­ 
ation—“ and with the energy 
crisis we’re going to have to 
give that up, too.” Davis noted. 
“ There may not be so much 
of a crisis now. like people say. 


but statistics show there will be 
soon. I'm interested in saving a 
little fuel for my grandchildren 
and I hope others are, too. ” 
Davis' experiment is being 
viewed skeptically by some, but 
he seems unperturbed.

Law enforcement officials 
urge approval of MBI bill

(AP) — Law enforcement offi­ 
cials from throughout Missouri 
called on the House Judiciary 
Committee Tuesday night to 
approve a bill establishing a 
Missouri Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion. 
The committee did not act on 
the measure. 
Assistant Atty. Gen. G. Mi­ 
chael O’Neal told the com­ 
mittee the bureau would aid 
state law enforcement officers 
through drug, organized crime 
and major crime investigations. 
The bill would establish the 
MBI within the highway patrol, 
providing arrest and search 
and seizure powers for its 
agents. 
It is a combination of two 
bills sponsored by R eps. Alvin 
Waits, D-Indeperidence, and J. 
Anthony Ehll. R -St. Louis. They 
had introduced separate bills, 
but agreed to combine them to 
avoid duplication. 
Dill said under the pri^posal, 
the MBI would be particularly 
responsible for crime involving 
controlled substances. 
R ep. Leo Schrader, I>Joplin, 
asked Dill about ^ possible con­ 
tinuing size increase of MBI 
and needless duplication of lo­ 
cal authorities’ effort. 
“ 1 can’t see this going any­ 
where but up” in numbers of 
employes, Schrader said. 
Dill replied that the legisla­ 
ture could control MBI through 
appropriations and cited inter­ 
nal control as the best proce­ 
dure to avoid answering calls 
of 
local 
law 
enforcement 
agencies on minor crimes. 
Schrader remained uncon­ 
vinced about the investigatory 
function proposed for MBI, say­ 
ing. “ 1 have some misgivings 
about their being pressed into 
cloak and dagger operations as 
investigators of all kinds of 
things. ” 
He said the highway patrol 
had an excellent reputation and 
he feared clouding it with an 
agency which could cause ill 
feeling among other law en­ 
forcement agencies. 
O’Neal minimized that possi- 
bibty, saying the function of 
MBI would be to supplement 
the efforts of local agencies and 
not to take away any of their 
duties. 
He said rural law enforce 
ment agencies faced an impos­ 


sible sutiation in dealing with 
some of the complex elements 
of criminal investigation. 
“There is absolutely no way 
in the world.” he maintained, 
“ that a sheriff with two depu­ 
ties can handle a drug situation 
in a county .” 
Thomas Osborne, prosecuting 
attorney of Audrain County, 
said the Missouri Prosecuting 
Attorneys’ Association favored 
the bill. 
Without the investigative arm 
of the highway patrol, he said, 
there would have been no drug 
convictions in Audrain County 
last year. 
“Much needed and long over­ 
due,” was University City Po­ 
lice Chief James P Damos’ as­ 
sessment of the MBI

The committee • has not yet 
asked the White House for any 
material, but reports that Nix­

impeachment 
have led to speculation it wrill 
be turned down when it does 
request information. 
And Atty. Gen. Wilbam B. 
Saxbe. in a recent interview, 
said Nixon is entitled to some 
protection against the Judiciary 


Committee’s subpoena power. 
He predicted the Supreme 
Court would have to settle the 
issue. 


The crunch could come soon. 
The Judiciary Committee ex­ 
pects to win House approval 
next week of a resolution grant­ 
ing it broad subpoena power,

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Nixon has always been faced by ^fhem' as baffles go on

WASHINGTON (AP) - He 
once said the memory of his 
parents’ ability ’’not to break 
down” under great strain has 
held him together at times of 
stress. 
"And," he added. " it always 
will." 
In his book, recalling the day 
he was spat upon in Caracas in 
1958, he noted: 
"Standir^ there for those few 
seconds was, from the stand­ 
point of temper control, one of 
my most difficult experiences. 
Honoré de Balzac once wrote 
that politicians ^re ‘monsters of 
self-possession.' Yet while we 
may show this veneer on the 
outside, inside the turmoil be­ 
comes almost unbearable.” 
How long, both loyalists and 
dethroners now wonder, is “ al­ 
ways,” how durable the single 
thin word, “ almost?” They ask 
this about Richard Nixon, a 
man who has made control of 
his emotions a way 
life. 
"It must be taking a heavy 
toll,” said a member of the 
cabinet while saying that his 
chief shows few marks of the 
strain. 
I 
“ It” is Watergate, where the 
spi^ is worse than in Caracas, 
far more profound and person­ 
al, where every move and mo­ 
tive are questioned, the core of 
a man's character is probed 
under a national microscope. 
The overwhelming “ New Ma­ 
jority” of one triumphant au­ 
tumn lies buried in numbed,' 
dispirited fragments under the 
dirty snow of a second winter, 
“ The Year of E u r (^ ” is re­ 
placed by the unending “ Year 
of Watergate.” Even foreign 
crisis is suspect. And the fuel 
crisis compUcates the relief of 
a man besieged in the White 
House. Less than 200 yards 
away, in a harKlsome Feder­ 
alist 
building. Spiro Agnew 
works on his papers, in solitary 
disgrace. 
“ I am not a crook.” the Pres- 
•ident of the United States ex­ 
claims 
and 
explains. 
He 
spreads out his tax returns be­ 
fore the world. He suddenly 
gives up one fight and yields 
tapes, and, just as suddenly, 
two prove non-existent and a 
third has a long gap. 
When he answers questions 
on television, can he escape the 
feeling there are millions out 
there waiting 
for the first 
crack? Could he miss, even in 
his pre-digested news, the inter- 
^ view with his friend, Billy Gra­ 
ham, who sharply questioned 
his judgement? 
Watergate, clearly, is the cli­ 
mactic battle of Nixon’s life, 
the fiercest, longest, most per­ 
vasive. But the armor plate he 
wears around 
his emotions, 
while dented and bent, has ap­ 
parently cracked only twice 
during the long siege. 


The first was the worst and 
occurred before the fuller di­ 
mensions of Watergate had sur­ 
faced. 
It now develops that three 
days before, according to an 
aide, he got the first word that 
Spiro Agnew was in trouble. 
Tiien, on April 30, he walked to 
the Oval Office to announce, on 
television, the departure of his 
two closest assistants. H. R. 
Haldeman and John Ehrlich- 
man. 
On the way, he asked a 
speech writer to walk with him 
and then, spotting some report­ 
ers. added bitterly, “unless you 
think it’ll hurt you.” After the 
TV speech, technicians saw the 
President weep briefly.

The next morning he saw a 
young F B I agent already sta­ 
tioned outside of Haldeman’s 
office. Infuriated, the president 
grabbed the agent and literally 
shoved him out of the corrdi- 
dor. The incident was later de­ 
scribed by a man who saw it. 
On Aug. 20 in New Orleans, 
there was the famous presiden­ 
tial push of Ron Ziegler, his 
press secretary. 
“ I blew my stack,” the Presi­ 
dent admitted later, without ex­ 
planation. 
There have been lesser signs 
of wear in recent months. 
Dec. 31 an aide presented the 
President with the debt ceiling 
bill and reminded Nixon the bill 
had to be signed before mid­ 
night. 
The President signed quickly 
and then slammed the pen 
down, leaving two ink spots on 
the bill. 
Others have found him at 
times somewhat more nervous, 
testy, taut, tired, withdrawn 
and more Inclined to profanity. 
(One man says he can’t refer 
to the energy crisis without the 
present participle of an active 
verb.) 
At other times they found 


him apparently relaxed, affable 
and 
confident 
Almost 
in 
variably, he is said to be “ lu­ 
cid” and “ in control.” 
“ His self-control remains im­ 
pressive.” said a recent cabinet 
member. “ About the only times 
you know he's angry or upset is 
when he seems to be con­ 
trolling what otherwise might 
be an outburst. 
“ His voice takes on an edge, 
a tension. He looks at you 
fixedly, and his torw has a flat, 
barely controlled level, and he 
says. ‘Do you understand that!’ 
It is sort of a high-noon or or- 
else tone.” 
He was not particularly agi­ 
tated, various sour(*es said, in 
the meetings where he dis- 
cus.sed the rising Agnew cloud 
or even on the “ day of the fire­ 
storm.” That was the day he 
fired Archibald Cox and Wil­ 
liam Ruckelshaus. 
Orlando was not the low point 
of his morale, according to the 
men interviewed by this report­ 
er, It was there, at a news con- 
ferenc*e that the President felt 
obliged to say “ I am not a 
crook.” 
He was intense, but it was 
the intensity of a man anxious, 
perhaps desperate, to get his 
points across. 
He seemed to be backed to 
the wall, pulling out the lining 
of his pockets and emptying the 
contents before the world. At 
the climax, when another man 
might have been at the edge of 
tears because he had to say he 
had come by his money honest­ 
ly, that he was not a crook, at 
that moment Richard Nixon ap­ 
peared far from the edge.

Aides agreed that the Presi­ 
dent began nervously in his 
anxiety to cover much ground. 
But then, they said, as he gath­ 
ered momentum, as his jokes 
brought laughs and his points 
fell into line, “ he was beginning 
to enjoy it.” 
An aide said that at the end, 
“ the President was like a man 
who had just climbed Mt. Ever­ 
est. He felt he had won.” 
Later, Ron Ziegler was asked 
if the President had ever felt a 
need for psychiatric attention 
because of the long ordeal of 
Watergate. “ Absolutely not,” 
said the press secretary. 
The President, himself, has 
said little about the inner or­ 
deal of Watergate. He has said: 
“ Even ... when many thought 
the President was shell-shocked 
... the President acted deci­ 
sively in the interest of peace 
... The tougher it gets, the 
cooler I get ...”

In an interview, his elder 
daughter, Julie, made passing 
reference to his “ agony, anger 
and frustration” about Water­ 
gate. 
without 
further 
ex­ 
planation. 


How or whether he vents 
these feelings remains a mys­ 
tery to most of those who see 
him. His daughter did say she 
has heard the President playing 
the piano “ all alone at night” 
in the dark. 


Others 
assume 
he 
“ must 
blow off steam ” within his in­ 
nermost 
circle 
of 
friends, 
Charles “ Bebe” Rebozo and 
Robert Abplanalp. 


For example, he is said to en­ 
joy relaxing with Rebozo over 
margueritas occasionally. Few 
outsiders see such moments. 
One did. 


"One night a few months ago, 
tney were having margueritas 
at the President’s home in Key 
Biscayne. About midnight, they 
got into swimming trunks and 
went into the pool, where they 
played ‘King of the Raft’ just 
like kids. One would get on the 
inflated raft, and the other 
would try to topple him and 
take over the raft.”

boggling not so much because 
it involves the President of the 
United States but because this 
President is Richard Nixon. 


He does not believe in relaxa­ 
tion for long. It bores him. 


Nixon does not sleep well. 
Most nights he awakens once or 
twice between 1 and 5 a.m. and 
works. The ne:<t morning he is 
found with papers scattered 
over his bed as if he fell asleep 
in mid-study. The men who re­ 
port this, his physician. Dr. 
Walter Tkach, and his valet. 
Manolo 
Sanchez, 
emphasize 
that such activity is older than 
Watergate. 


In an interview with this 
writer early last year, before 
the scandal had encircled him, 
the President said: 


“ The worst thing you can do 
in this job is to relax, to let up 
... I never allow myself to get 


emotional ... I have the repu­ 
tation for being the c<K»lest per­ 
son in the r(M)m I have trained 
myself to be ...”

VIENNA (AP) - Some 70 
per cent of Austrian women 
and 40 per cent of Austrian 
men are overweight

minister 
of 
health 
Dr 
Ingrid Leodolter. 
who revealed this, said some­ 
thing that most Austrians knew 
anyway by just watching their 
waistlines 
Hut the minister, a medical 
doctor told a recent news con­ 
ference that being overweight 
was not only a problem of ap­ 
pearances but a medical prob­ 
lem as well 
She said overweight leads to 
diabetes, circulatory ailments 
and eventually to heart attacks. 
The number of heart attacks

One of the few bits of good news, 
economically speaking, to come 
out of 19 7 3 was the dramatic turn­ 
around 
in

foreign trade posture. 


For the y ear ended, the nation 
enjoy ed a trade surplus of $1.7 
b illion , 
a ccord in g 
to 
th e 
Department of Commerce 
This 
contrasts sharply with past trade 
deficits, which totaled a staggering 
$6.3 billion in 19 7 2 and $2 billion 
the y ear before. 


The 
changed 
picture 
is 
due 
primarily to the 19 7 1 and 19 7 3 
devaluations of the dollar, which 
made U.S. goods cheaper overseas. 
U.S. ex ports were up 44 per cent 
last y ear over 19 7 2. 


Agricultural ex ports accounted 
for two-fifths of the 19 7 3 trade 
in crea se, 
a ccording 
to 
the 
Commerce Department. This, in all 
probability , will remain a boom 
market for the foreseeable future, 
and Missouri farmers will get their 
share of it The challenge will be to 


insure a continued high ex port 
market without creating domestic 
shortages—which 
already 
shows 
signs of becoming a problem. 


But now for the bad news. The 
U.S. trade advantage may well be 
short-lived, 
according 
to 
the 
Commerce Department—primarily 
because of the energy crisis. This 
will 
force 
us 
to import 
more 
foreign oil from whatever source is 
available, and at rapidly rising 
prices. 


Indeed, some estim ates place the 
I’.S. balance of pay ments deficit 
from this source alone at $25 billion 
a y ear, should Mideast supplies 
again become available and we are 
able to import all the foreign oil we 
need, or think we need. 


This would confront us with an 
unfavorable 
trade 
balance 
of 
massive proportions. The only long- 
range solution will be national self- 
sufficiency in energy , a goal tha t, at 
best, is a decade away .

WASHINti'TON (AP(-Farm ­ 
ers sold 2 1 million fewer cattle 
to slaughter plants last year, a 
major factor for a 28 per cent 
boost in the cost of hamburger 
at supermarkets. 
Over-all. says the Agriculture 
Department, production of red 
meat — including beef, pork, 
veal, lamb and mutton — was 6 
per cent lower last year 
And the Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics, whiih keeps track of 
hamburger 
and 
other 
food 
prices, .says consumers wound 
up in Dt'cember paying slightly 
more than $1 per pound for 
hamburger 
A year ago. in 
.January' 1973. it averaged 78 2 
cents 
Uattle sold for beef were 


tabulated Tuesday in a report 
by USDA on 1973 livestock 
slaughter. They totaled about 
33.6 million head, down from 
35.7 million in 1972. 
As 
a 
result, 
the 
report 
showed, beef output declined 5 
per cent. Veal, from young beef 
animals, plummeted 24 per 
cent: pork was down 7 per 
cent; and lamb and mutton was 
down 5 per cent. 
Experts say there is little 
chance of hamburger and other 
beef cuts declining in retail 
price soon The December all­ 
cut price of beef was down 
slightly from November and 
the peaks of last August, but so 
were live cattle prices. 
Since 
then, however, live 


cattle 
pric*es 
have 
jumped 
sharply to a recent peak in ear­ 
ly January of about $51. This 
week they were still averaging 
around $48 per one hundred 
pounds. 


Agriculture Department fore­ 
casters say more cattle will be 
heading to market later on and 


that prices of live animals will 
dip by June. 


But 
middleman costs 
for 
proc*essing and merchandising 
also have risen. Thus, for ham­ 
burger watchers, the $1 per 
pound last month may have 
been the best bargain for this 
winter.
